And What Have You

Next Tuesday voters in Texas will 
be asked to go to the polls in a special 
election to determine the fate of four 
m ore am endm ents to our state 
constitution. For years now there has 
been talk of writing a new constitution 
that would not require so many patch­ 
work amendments but so far this has 
only been talk. 
Don’t know how much money the 
state has spent over the years in 
holding elections to am end our 
constitution but know that it has been 
a sizable amount. Even when the 
election is held along with the regular 
general election, there is a lot of cost 
involved and with a special election it 
is even higher. 
A check into the past reveals that 
there have been amendments voted 
on every two years since 1879 with 320 
proposed and 200 passed. When you 
consider that our federal constitution 
has only been amended 25 times in 
nearly 200 years it is obvious that 
something is wrong with our state 
constitution. 
We have far too many m atters 
requiring a constitutional amend­ 
ment election that should be settled 
by our elected representatives. That 
is what we sent them down there for 
in the first place. 
Some would cite the fact that 
the voters have turned down 
many of the amendments ap­ 
proved by the legislature as a 
need for our present system but I 
doubt that this would prove true 
in practice. Many of the amend­ 
ments would not have passed the 
legislature except for the fact 
that they knew that they could 
pass the buck off on the people. 
Our current welfare mess, which is 
the reason for this special session, is a 
good example of the waste involved in 
our current method. I don’t know for 
sure just how many times the voters 
have been asked to raise the ceiling 
on welfare but it has been several. 
And the welfare ceiling is about like 
the federal debt ceiling it turns out to 
be meaningless. Only in the case of 
the federal government can they just 
let Congress raise the ceiling when 
needed. But here in Texas, we have to 
go to all of the trouble and expense of 
calling a special state-wide election. 
As far as I can tell there is not a one 
of these amendments that could not 
be handled by the legislature instead 
of the people. In fact, two of these 
amendments would eliminate the 
need of future amendments and for 
this reason alone I feel that they are 
worthy 
of passing. 
These are 
amendments 2 and 3. Amendment I 
would permit a Commission to set up 
rules of ethics for the legislature and 
set their salaries and Amendment 3 
would take the ceiling off most of the 
welfare monies. 
While we doubt that a state 
ethics com m ission would do 
much good we do feel that 
the 
legislators are due a raise and 
feel that it would be better for a 
commission to handle this rather 
than another amendment. And 
basically, this is w hat this 
amendment is all about and the 
reason it is drawing so much fire 
from so many quarters. While I 
doubt that it will pass I still think 
that it nas merits merits— if for 
no other reason than it unties 
some of the strings of the con­ 
stitution. 
Because of increasing w elfare 
demands of the federal government 
and federal courts I can see no other 
alternative than to approve Amend­ 
ment 3. If this amendment is not 
p a s s '4 then the needy blind, the 
needy aged, and the needy disabled 
will suffer along with the needy 
dependent children. It is this last 
bunch that draws the ire of so many 
people and rightly so, I believe. 
But there are a lot of people on 
welfare that should not be made to 
suffer just because of a few and this 
am endm ent with its ceiling on 
dependent children and those who

Postage Going Up Sunday 


Postmaster Bobby Crowley 
said today that increases in 
most postage rates will take 
effect May 
16 as the new 
United States Postal Service 
begins its task of achieving self 
sufficience as required by the 
Postal Reorganization Act. 
The postmaster noted that 
general postage rates have not 
been increased since 1967 when 
Congress passed what was to 
become its final legislative act 
in this respect. 
He pointed out that, earlier, 
requests for rate increases were

firstclass letter rates from 6 to 8 
cents an ounce, and airmail 
letter rates from IO to ll cents 
an ounce. Post cards will go 
from 5 to 6 cents each and 
airmail postcards will go from 8 
to 9 cents each. 
Hie increases will be borne 
more by business than by in­ 
dividuals, 
the 
postmaster 
pointed out, since about 75 per 
cent of first class and airmail is 
from commercial mailers. 
.In addition to increases in 
first-class rates, second and 
third class will also go up on 
May 16. However, the full in­ 
creases proposed by the Postal 
Service will not be put into 
effect on a temporary, basis, in 
second and third class, since the 
postal 
reform 
legislation 
contemplates that such in­ 
creases be phased over 5 years- 
or ten years for nonprofit 
organizations— 
provided 
Congress appropriates the 
necessary funds to ease the 
transition to full rates. 
Because of the phasing 
provision, the increases to 
become effective May 16 for 
second and third-class will 
generally be only l-5th of the 
total increase which has been 
proposed by the Postal Service. 
No changes are made in the 
rates for parcel post, which is 
the principal component of 
fourth-class mail. However, 
initial increases will be made in 
the book rate which is classified 
as fourth class. 
The new temporary rates also 
make changes in other postage 
rate categories and special 
service fees, such as special 
delivery and registered mail. 
The Postal Service advised 
the public in February that it 
intended to make the temporary 
increases if the Postal Rate 
Commission did not make the 
recommended decision within 
90 days of the request by the 
Postal Service 


Recently the Rate Com­ 
mission confirmed that it will 
not be able to make a decision 
within the 90 days, and Sunday, 
May 16, was selected as the date 
on which the rates would 
become effective. 
When the domestic changes 
go into effect, there will be 
conforming increases in letter 
rates to Canada and Mexico.

A plea for better school at­ 
tendance has been issued again 
by Supt. C. F. Cook. He urges all 
parents to insist that their 
children be in school. 
He said that it was coating the 
school district money because 
of the poor attendance. With 
only three weeks of school left, 
he encourages all students to be 
in regular attendance. 
A policy adopted by the school 
board in September notes that 
both truance and tardiness can 
involve the loss of three points 
in the grade for the subject 
involved.

recommend compensation for 
members of the legislature aud 
the lieutenant governor; and to 
recommend improvements and 
economy in the legislative 
process.

would 
create a State Ethics Com­ 
mission of nine members ap­ 
pointed by (hit two highest 
courts and the State Judicial 
Qualifications Commission. 
These men, with the approval of 
the 
two 
houses 
of 
the 
legislature, would set up rules 
of ethics for the members of the 
legislature 
and 
set 
their 
salaries and expenses. 
Those favoring this amend­ 
ment claim that it would go far 
toward 
improving 
public 
confidence in state officials and 
legislative officers with its 
provision requiring than to file 
with the State Ethics Com­ 
mission a sworn financial 
statement. They claim that the 
Commission could come up with 
a rule making it unethical for a 
state official to receive, on the 
basis of a conflict of interest, 
any compensation during his 
term of office other than his 
compensation from the state. 
Based on this last argument 
they claim the Commistion 
must have the power to regulate 
the salaries so that they would 
be adequately compensated. 
Those 
opposed 
to 
this 
amendment claim it is nothing 
more than a method to bring 
about a legislative pay raise 
without going through the 
procedure of obtaining voter 
approval. They also claim that 
since the recommendations of 
the Commission are subject to 
approval of the legislature, the 
role of the Commission as a 
“watch 
dog” 
over 
state 
government would be a weak 
one. Also argued is that the only 
reason for the need of an 
amendment is to raise the 
salaries, as the Commission 
could be appointed without an 
amendment.

support them seems to be the best 
answer. It would be nice if the federal 
government would take over the 
welfare program but I doubt if this 
will come to pass anytime soon. 
And I am not too sure that I would 
want to see this happen anyway. If the 
federal government took the program 
over and made as big a mess out of it 
as New York and California have done 
then we really would be in trouble. 
Amendment No. 4 is another 
amendment that should be 
handled by the legislature but 
they can’t and it is one that needs 
to be passed. It would go a long 
way toward solving some of the 
problems faced by cities such as 
Hamlin. This amendment would 
permit the issuance of bonds by 
the state to finance the state’s 
share 
of 
water 
treatm ent 
systems, sewer systems and 
disposal systems. 
At the present time the state and 
federal governments are telling the 
cities that they must come up with 
new systems but only the federal 
government is sharing in the cost and 
this to a maximum of 30 percent. With 
the passage of this amendment the 
federal government’s share would 
jump to 55 percent and the cities 
share would drop from 70 to 20 per­ 
cent with the state coming in with 25 
percent. 
Back when the cities did the best 
they could with what they had it 
might have been all right to say “let 
the cities pay their own way” but 
when the state and federal govern­ 
ments stepped in and started making 
the rules then they need to help pay 
the costs. 
This amendment could save the city 
of Hamlin a great deal of money 
because it is faced with the problem 
of meeting state regulations in both 
its sewer system and its wate 
treatment system and finding the 
money to pay for it is a problem of 
major concern by the council. 
The other amendment, amendment 
no. 2, is basicallv an insurance 
amendment as I understand it-would 
permit amendments to be considered 
by the legislature during a special 
session. The reason for this amend­ 
ment at this time is that if the voters 
turn down the welfare ceiling 
amendment a special session could be 
called to work out something else. 
Otherwise it would be two more years 
before something could be done. 
It also might solve some other 
future emergency faced by the state 
and probably should be passed. 
While I am not overly fond of all of 
these amendments, I suspect that the 
state would be better off if they are 
passed. 
But the most important thing is for 
you to take the time to vote next 
Tuesday. The decision should be 
made by the majority of the people of 
the state and not just a few.

According to an article I read 
in a newspaper last night which 
was three days old but still 
better than the re-run on 
television, the Post Office 
Department in Washington has 
worked out a speeded-up mail 
delivery system whereby it’ll 
guarantee an air-mail letter will 
get to its destination in 24 hours 
within an area not more than 
600 miles away. Further away, 
it’ll take 2 days. 
To pay for this speed, the post 
office’s word, not mine, the cost 
of an air-mail stamp will be 
increased. 
I have been thinking this over 
and have begun to wonder why 
the Post Office Department, if 
it’s convinced there are enough 
people within 600 miles of 


Hamlin who have to have their 
mail within 24 hours, doesn't 
come into the modern age. 
Why doesn’t it issue a special 
Pickup Truck Stamp? 
With the country now inter­ 
laced with good roads, any 
pickup truck can get to any 
point within 600 miles of here in 
far less than 24 hours. That’ll 
beat airplanes all hollow. 
Why haul mail say in New 
York City out to some distant 
airport, load it on a plane, fly it 
to Boston, land after waiting for 
air traffic to clear, unload it at 
the airport there and haul it in 
to the post office, when you can 
back a pickup up to the first post 
office, load the mail on, and 
take off for the next city and be 
half-way there before an air­ 
plane can make up its mind to 
take off? 
Under this new service, 
people in no hurry about their 
mail could stamp their letters 
AIR MAIL and those in a hurry 


could stamp theirs PICKUP 
TRUCK. It would be the 
prestigious thing to do. 
If you think this is a good idea, 
write the Postmaster General a 
letter now so he’ll have plenty of 
time to get it before mid­ 
summer.

Under our present con­ 
stitution, amendments can only 
be considered during the 120- 
day regular session of the 
legislature held every two 
years. 
Those 
who 
favor 
this 
amendment claim that the 
people of Texas could suffer 
needlessly while awaiting the 
regular session year for the 
submission of urgently needed 
changes in the constitution. 
They cite the current welfare 
crisis in 
the state as an 
example. 
Those 
who 
oppose

amendment claim that the 
constitution has been changed 
all too frequently already and 
that this amendment would just 
bring 
on 
more 
unneeded 
amendments. They cite the 200 
amendments already approved 
as being too many. They also 
claim that most special sessions 
are too busy now to consider 
c o n tro v e rs ia l 
p ro p o se d 
amendments. 
Amendment No. 
temovinu 
the limitation on the total sis*% 
appropriations tor assistance 
grants for the needy aged, the 
needy blind, and the needy 
disabled, 
and 
setting 
a 
limitation on total state ap­ 
propriations during a fiscal 
year for assistance grants for 
needy dependent children and 
the caretakers of such children. 
The first ceiling on ex­ 
penditures in Texas for welfare 
was added to the constitution in 
1945. Since that time, inflation, 
changing federal matching 
programs and ever-increasing 
numbers on welfare rolls have 
necessitated periodic increases 
in ceilings set for participation 
with state funds. 
In August of 1969 the voters 
raised the ceiling on welfare 
from $60 million to $80 million 
and this amendment would 
leave only needy children under 
a constitutional ceiling of $55 
million. 
Those favoring this amend­ 
ment claim that unless the 
current ceiling is lifted their 
will have to be a drasticjcuV Vt' 
aid to welfare recipients, 
thereby working an extreme 
hardship on persons who have 
little or no other means of 
subsistence. They claim that 
Texans generally, have no 
quarrel with the rights of the 
needy aged, the needy blind, 
and the needy disabled to public 
assistance and this amendment 
would take care of them and 
still leave a ceiling on the 
dependent children. This latter 
category, they claim, is the one 
most people seem to oppose. 
Those 
opposed 
to 
this 
amendment feel that welfare 
costs have gotten out of hand 
and feel that it might be wise to 
seek cost-saving reforms. They 
also claim that the federal 
government should finance the 
entire cost of welfare and feel 
the defeat of this amendment 
would help bring this about.

And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


Next Tuesday voters in Texas will 
be asked to go to the polls in a special 
election to determine the fate of four 
more am endm ents to our state 
constitution. For years now there has 
been talk of writing a new constitution 
that would not require so many patch­ 
work amendments but so far this has 
only been talk. 
Don’t know how much money the 
state has spent over the years in 
holding elections to am end our 
constitution but know that it has been 
a sizable amount. Even when the 
election is held along with the regular 
general election, there is a lot of cost 
involved and with a special election it 
is even higher. 
A check into the past reveals that 
there have been amendments voted 
on every two years since 1879 with 320 
proposed and 200 passed. When you 
consider that our federal constitution 
has only been amended 25 times in 
nearly 200 years it is obvious that 
something is wrong with our state 
constitution. 
We have far too many matters 
requiring a constitutional amend­ 
ment election that should be settled 
by our elected representatives. That 
is what we sent them down there for 
in the first place. 
Some would cite the fact that 
the voters have turned down 
many of the amendments ap­ 
proved by the legislature as a 
need for our present system but I 
doubt that this would prove true 
in practice. Many of the amend­ 
ments would not have passed the 
legislature except for the fact 
that they knew that they could 
pass the buck off on the people. 
Our current welfare mess, which is 
the reason for this special session, is a 
good example of the waste involved in 
our current method. I don’t know for 
sure just how many times the voters 
have been asked to raise the ceiling 
on welfare but it has been several. 
And the welfare ceiling is about like 
the federal debt ceiling it turns out to 
be meaningless. Only in the case of 
the federal government can they just 
let Congress raise the ceiling when 
needed. But here in Texas, we have to 
go to all of the trouble and expense of 
calling a special state wide election. 
As far as I can tell there is not a one 
of these amendments that could not 
be handled by the legislature instead 
of the people. In fact, two of these 
amendments would eliminate the 
need of future amendments and for 
this reason alone I feel that they are 
worthy 
of passing. 
These are 
amendments 2 and 3. Amendment I 
would permit a Commission to set up 
rules of ethics for the legislature and 
set their salaries and Amendment 3 
would take the ceiling off most of the 
welfare monies. 
While we doubt that a state 
ethics comm ission would do 
much good we do feel that 
the 
legislators are due a raise and 
feel that it would be better for a 
commission to handle this rather 
than another amendment. And 
basically, this is w hat this 
amendment is all about and the 
reason it is drawing so much fire 
from so many quarters. While I 
doubt that it will pass I still think 
that it nas merits merits— if for 
no other reason than it unties 
some of the strings of the con­ 
stitution. 
Because of increasing welfare 
demands of the federal government 
and federal courts I can see no other 
alternative than to approve Amend­ 
ment 3. If this amendment is not 
pass'4 then the needy blind, the 
needy aged, and the needy disabled 
will suffer along with the needy 
dependent children. It is this last 
bunch that draws the ire of so many 
people and rightly so, I believe. 
But there are a lot of people on 
welfare that should not be made to 
suffer just because of a few and this 
amendment with its ceiling on 
dependent children and those who

Postage Going Up Sunday

The postmaster noted that 
general postage rates have not 
been increased since 1967 when

In addition, 
President Nixon proposed an 
increase again in 1970, although 
none of the proposed increases 
was acted upon by Congress.

firstclass letter rates from 6 to 8 
cents an ounce, and airmail 
letter rates from IO to ll cents 
an ounce.

cent of first class and airmail is 
from commercial mailers. 
- In addition to increases in 
first-class rates, second and 
third class will also go up on 
May 16. However, the full in­ 
creases proposed by the Postal 
Service will not be put into 
effect on a temporary, basis, in 
second and third class, since the 
postal 
reform 
legislation 
contemplates that such in­ 
creases be phased over 5 years- 
or ten years for nonprofit 
o rg an izatio n s— 
provided 
Congress appropriates the 
necessary funds to ease the 
transition to full rates. 
Because of the 
phasing 
provision, the increases to 
become effective May 16 for 
second and third-class will 
generally be only l-5th of the 
total increase which has been 
proposed by the Postal Service. 
No changes are made in the 
rates for parcel post, which is 
the principal component of 
fourth-class mail. However, 
initial increases will be made in 
the book rate which is classified 
as fourth class. 
The new temporary rates also 
make changes in other postage 
rate categories and special 
service fees, such as special 
delivery and registered mail. 
The Postal Service advised 
the public in February that it 
intended to make the temporary 
increases if the Postal Rate 
Commission did not make the 
recommended decision within 
90 days of the request by the 
Postal Service 


Recently the Rate Com­ 
mission confirmed that it will 
not be able to make a decision 
within the 90 days, and Sunday, 
May 16, was selected as the date 
on which the rates would 
become effective. 
When the domestic changes 
go into effect, there will be 
conforming increases in letter 
rates to Canada and Mexico.

the lieutenant governor; and to 
recommend improvements and 
economy in the legislative 
process. 
This 
amendment 
would 
create a State Ethics Com­ 
mission of nine members ap­ 
pointed by our two highest 
courts and the State Judicial 
Qualifications 
Commission. 
These men, with the approval of 
the 
two 
houses 
of 
the 
legislature, would set up rules 
of ethics for the members of the 
legislature 
and 
set 
their 
salaries and expenses. 
Those favoring this amend­ 
ment claim that it would go far 
toward 
improving 
public 
confidence in state officials and 
legislative officers with its 
provision requiring them to file 
with the State Ethics Com­ 
mission a sworn financial 
statement. They claim that the 
Commission could come up with 
a rule making it unethical for a 
state official to receive, on the 
basis of a conflict of interest, 
any compensation during his 
term of office other than his 
compensation from the state. 
Based on this last argument 
they claim the Commission 
must have the power to regulate 
the salaries so that they would 
be adequately compensated. 
Those 
opposed 
to 
this 
amendment claim it is nothing 
more than a method to bring 
about a legislative pay raise 
without going through the 
procedure of obtaining voter 
approval. They also claim that 
since the recommendations of 
the Commission are subject to 
approval of the legislature, the 
role of the Commission as a 
“watch 
dog” 
over 
state 
government would be a weak 
one. Also argued is that the only 
reason for the need of an 
amendment is to raise the 
salaries, as the Commission 
could be appointed without an 
amendment.

support them seems to be the best 
answer. It would be nice if the federal 
government would take over the 
welfare program but I doubt if this 
will come to pass anytime soon. 
And I am not too sure that I would 
want to see this happen anyway. If the 
federal government took the program 
over and made as big a mess out of it 
as New York and California have done 
then we really would be in trouble. 
Amendment No. 4 is another 
am endm ent 
that should 
be 
handled by the legislature but 
they can’t and it is one that needs 
to be passed. It would go a long 
way toward solving some of the 
problems faced by cities such as 
Hamlin. This amendment would 
permit the issuance of bonds by 
the state to finance the state’s 
share 
of 
water 
treatm ent 
system s, sew er system s and 
disposal systems. 
At the present time the state and 
federal governments are telling the 
cities that they must come up with 
new systems but only the federal 
government is sharing in the cost and 
this to a maximum of 30 percent. With 
the passage of this amendment the 
federal government’s share would 
jump to 55 percent and the cities 
share would drop from 70 to 20 per­ 
cent with the state coming in with 25 
percent. 
Back when the cities did the best 
they could with what they had it 
might have been all right to say “let 
the cities pay their own way” but 
when the state and federal govern­ 
ments stepped in and started making 
the rules then they need to help pay 
the costs. 
This amendment could save the city 
of Hamlin a great deal of money 
because it is faced with the problem 
of meeting state regulations in both 
its 
sewer 
system and 
its 
wate 
treatment system and finding the 
money to pay for it is a problem of 
major concern by the council. 
The other amendment, amendment 
no. 2, is basically an insurance 
amendment as I understand it-would 
permit amendments to be considered 
by the legislature during a special 
session. The reason for this amend­ 
ment at this time is that if the voters 
turn down 
the w elfare 
ceiling 
amendment a special session could be 
called to work out something else. 
Otherwise it would be two more years 
before something could be done. 
It also might solve some other 
future emergency faced by the state 
and probably should be passed. 
While I am not overly fond of all of 
these amendments, I suspect that the 
state would be better off if they are 
passed. 
But the most important thing is for 
you to take the time to vote next 
Tuesday. The decision should be 
made by the majority of the people of 
the state and not just a few.

Under our 
present 
con­ 
stitution, amendments can only 
be considered during the 120- 
day regular session of the 
legislature held every two 
years. 
Those 
who 
favor

amendment claim that the 
people of Texas could suffer 
needlessly while awaiting the 
regular session year for the 
submission of urgently needed 
changes in the constitution. 
They cite the current welfare 
crisis 
in 
the 
state 
as

example.

constitution has been changed 
all too frequently already and 
that this amendment would just 
bring 
on 
more 
unneeded 
amendments. They cite the 200 
amendments already approved 
as being too many. They also 
claim that most special sessions 
are too busy now to consider 
c o n tro v e rs ia l 
proposed 
amendments.

temoving 
the limitation on the total si?‘ ■» 
appropriations tor assistance 
grants for the needy aged, the 
needy blind, and the needy 
disabled, 
and 
setting 
a 
limitation on total state ap­ 
propriations during a 
fiscal 
year for assistance grants for 
needy dependent children and 
the caretakers of such children. 
The first ceiling on ex­ 
penditures in Texas for welfare 
was added to the constitution in 
1945. Since that time, inflation, 
changing federal matching 
programs and ever-increasing 
numbers on welfare rolls have 
necessitated periodic increases 
in ceilings set for participation 
with state funds. 
In August of 1969 the voters 
raised the ceiling on welfare 
from $60 million to $80 million 
and this 
amendment 
would 
leave only needy children under 
a constitutional ceiling of $55 
million. 
Those favoring this amend­ 
ment claim that unless the 
current ceiling is lifted their 
will have to be a drastic„cu* ** 
aid to welfare 
recipients, 
thereby working an extreme 
hardship on persons who have 
little or no other means of 
subsistance. They claim that 
Texans generally, have no 
quarrel with the rights of the 
needy aged, the needy blind, 
and the needy disabled to public 
assistance and this amendment 
would take care of them and 
still leave a ceiling on the 
dependent children. This latter 
category, they claim, is the one 
most people seem to oppose. 
Those 
opposed 
to 
this 
amendment fael that welfare 
costs have gotten out of hand 
and feel that it might be wise to 
seek cost-saving reforms. They 
also claim that the federal 
government should finance the 
entire cost of welfare and feel 
the defeat of this amendment 
would help bring this about.
